Gadsden, the county seat 
of Etowah County, is located 
in the foothills of the Ap- 
palachian Mountains, It is 
generally believed that Her 
nando DeSoto and his Span 
ish adventures passed along 
the banks of the Coosa Ri- | 
ver in present day Etowah 
County in the 1540's, Later 
the Cherokee and Greek In 
dians established settle- 
ments in this area and to- 
day small communities such | 
as Ball Play, Wills Valley, 
Duck Springs and Turkey- 
town bear the identifying 
names of indian activities. 
The history of Gadsden is a 
most interesting one and I 
wish that space would per- 
mit the entire story of it 
and Etowah County. We're 
told that Turkeytown was 
named in honor of Chief 
Little Turkey and was the 
first Gadsden. For years it 
was the largest Cherokee 
town in Alabama with a po- 
pulation consisting almost 
entirely of full-blooded In- 
dians. Turkeytown’s early 
importance was its location 
on the route from Chatta- 
nooga to Pensacola and 
whites wer and out of

the village regularly. Among 
them Daniel Ross, John Mc 
Donald, David McNair, 
James Lesley and John Ri- 
ley. Ross was the father of 
Chief John Ross, who led 
the Cherokees over he 
“Trail of Tears” to Oklaho- 
ma in 1883. Riley erected 
Gadsden’s first house about 
1825, and portions of it still 
stands. 


Gadsden has many 
toric and scenic sites which 
are enjoyed by visitors.

Gadsden was a struggling | 
little village of 150 citizens | 
and three stores in 1857. Ten |

It| 
contained over 2,000 inhabi- | 
tants and nineteen  busi-| 
nesses boasted a trade of 
over one million dollars each 
year, With the turn of the| 
century, Gadsden was 
becoming the “Queen City of 
the Coosa,” and today near 
ly 70,000 persons live in the 
“City of Gadsden.” 

Six miles north of Cull- | 
man, Alabama, is Hurricane |

PICKLE MAKING TIMi 


| Most people like pickles, In 
small amounts, pickles sti- 
mulate the appetite and add 
zest to any meal, Pickles 
have little or no food value 
or calories, 

But what makes a pickle 
good? An experienced judge 
of food products answers, 
“A good pickle must have 
snap.” The snap, good, crisp 


texture depends upon the 
pickle process, 
Although pickles can be 


made from uncured fresh 
vegetables, a fermented ve- 
pgetable is best. Pickles made 
from salt stock are finer in 
flavor, crisper, more attrac- 
tive and keep better, 
There are no short cuts to 
pickle making. Pickles made 
within an hour are soft and 
have poor color. A 2-day 
method gives a fair pickle; 
a 7 to 14 day method is best. 
To give a pickle snap, you 
must use a fermented pro- 
duct or salt, lime and some- 
times alum. Lime is often 
added to water in which 
pickles are soaked. It makes 
the pickles crisp. Powdered 
alum is sometimes used to 
give crispness and hardness 
to unfermented pickles. 
If you expect your pickles 
to be a success, you must: 
(1) Use fresh sound cu- 
cumbers or other vegetables 
within 24 hours after they’re 


gathered; 

(2- Use quality ingredi- 
ents; 

(3) Measure and wech 
correctly; 

(4) Use enamel, stainless 


steel or aluminum pan for 
heating vinegar. Iron Uten- 
sils will darken pickles; 

(5) Heat unfermented pic. 
kles at simmering tempera- 
ture to give them a clear 
look. Boiling makes them 
soft.

Employment Increases 
In Coffee County 
During June ‘62 


Woodrow Simmons, Employ 
ment Security Office Manager 
for Coffee and Geneva Coun- 
ties, reports that total employ- 
ment in Coffee County for June 
was estimated at 8,490, an in- 
crease of 380 over the March 
figures, Practically all of the 
gain during the three months 
period was due to the seasonal 
expansion in the agricultural 
work force. Non-agricultural 
employment declined 190 dur- 
ing the same period, 150 of 
which was-shown in the wage 
and salary group and 40 in the 
number of self-employed, un- 
paid family and domestie ser- 
vice workers. The June esti- 
mate of total employment rep- 
resented a decrease of 70 from 
the year ago level. 

Manufacturing employment, 
estimated at 2,180, was 70 less 
than in March. Decreases of 
20 were shown in food process- 
ing; 10 in textile and apparel 
and 40 in “other” manufactur- 
ing. Over the year, however, 
factory employment registered 
a gain of 60, chiefly as a result 
of increases in the textile and 
apparel industries. 

Non- manufacturing employ- 
ment was 80 less than the es- 
timate for March. Government 
employment went down in June 
due to the closing of schools 
and the resulting layoff of bus 
drivers, custodial workers and 
other non-teaching personnel. 
A decline was also noted in 
construction due to completion 
of contracts. Service establish- 
ments, however, added a few 
workers over the three months 
period 

At the middle of June, es- 
timated unemployment was 
450, representing an increase 
of 20 over the March figure, 
and a decrease of 225 from the 
estimate for June 1961, The 
current estimate of-unemploy- 
ment represents 5.0 percent of 
the total civilian labor force 
compared to the March ratio of 
5.0. In June 1961, there were 
675 unemployed in the county, 
which measured 7.3 percent of 
{the labor force.
